Meetings of Branches and Divisions. 


Brancu. 

A MEETING of the Dundee Branch was held in the Medical School 
on February 5th, when an address was given by Dr, Grorce A. 
Attan (Glasgow) on rheumatism in children. After devoting atten- 
tion to the various factors which predispose to the disease, and also 
to the earliest clinical manifestations by which its presence might 
be recognized, Dr. Allan pleaded for a closer co-operation between 
public authorities and the general practitioner, and congratulated 
Dundee on having had established a supervisory clinic. 

The chairman, Dr. G. A. Roriz, thanked Dr. Allan for his ve 
clear and interesting address, and a discussion followed in whic 
Drs. Foccrr, Kerr, Borcess (medical officer of health, Dundee), 
James THomson, and Professor Dow took part. 


LancasHire aND CuesHireE Brancu: Rocnpare Division. 

A MEETING of the Rochdale Division was held at the Rochdale 
Infirmary on February 6th. Dr. Cox, chairman of the Division, 
presided, and seventeen members were present, a good attendance 
in_view of the pressure of work in general practice at the moment. 
_ It was decided to issue a new scale of fees for private practice 
in the area as ten years had clapsed since the Jast scale was 
drawn up. 

A vote of condolence with ihe widow and daughter of the late 
Dr. F. W. Hartley, an old member of the Division, was adopted. 

A lecture on some common diseases of the rectum was given by 
Mr. Garnett Wricut (honorary surgeon, Salford Royal Hospital), 
who said that the subject was in danger of neglect by surgeons 
in favour of more spectacular fields, though the frequency and dis- 
comfort of lesions of this region made it a subject of great impor- 
{ance in everyday practice. Dealing first with piles, he emphasized 
the fact that operation was not needed in the majority of cases if 
a few simple rules of cleanliness and attention to the evacuation 
of the bowels were sirictly adhered to. If operation was necessary 
-by reason of haemorrhage, prolapse, or strangulation, Mr. Wright 
strongly advised the ligature method as practised by Ernest 
Miles, and defined the anatomical and surgical reasons for this very 
lucidly. Anal fissure, fistula, and ischio-rectal abscess were also 
dealt with by the lecturer. 

Drs. Bateman, Cox, Emmett, and Knox took part in the sub- 
sequent discussion. On the motion of Dr. Bareman, seconded by 
Dr. Jerrerson, a vote of thanks was accorded to Mr. Wright for 
his lecture, which was of great value to the practitioners present. 
Tea and coffee were served at the close of the meeting. 


GLOUCESTERSHIRE Brancu. 
A meetinG of ihe Gloucestershire Branch was held at the Royal 
Inuiirmary, Gloucester, on January 12th, when thirty members were 
present. Dr. H. Carrns Terry, who presided, referred to the illness 
of the president-elect (Dr. Hugh Powell), and on his motion it was 
unanimously agreed that a letter be sent expressing the good wishes 
of the Branch for his speedy recovery. 

The adjourned discussion on exophthalmic goitre was continued 
by Dr. E. N. Davey, who remarked that irritability of the nervous 
system due to some toxic focus was the underlying cause. At 
necropsies one often found the thymus gland enlarged; this raised 
the question whether there was possibly in such cases a thyroid 
status lymphaticus. The incidence of the disease at the critical 
age periods suggested a disorganization of interchange between the 
sex glands and the thyroid, allowing the nervous system to become 
more irritable. In any case the fundamental basis was a general 
glandular disturbance rather than simply a thyroid affection, Small 


doses of adrenaline might be used for diagnosing the Severity of 


the case, noting the effect on the pulse pressure and pulse fate 
Dr. Davey demonsirated the instrument used for recording the 
basal metabolic rate, and referred to the reliance placed on jt 
by the Americans as a guide to the extent of operative intervention 
He asked why ligature of the superior thyroid arteries in advancej 
cases appeared to have gone out of fashion in Great Britain, though 
still practised in the United States. The basal metabolic rate 
could be used as a check on x-ray treatment. : 
Mr. Atcock referred to the discussion at the Annual Meeting at 
Edinburgh in 1927 with its inconclusive result, and confessed that 
he was relying more and more on rest and medicinal treatment jg 
this disease and less and less on operative treatment, though fg 
had had no fatality and the cases he had operated on had dono 
well. He removed five-cighths of the gland. He had not f 
ligature of arteries to be of any value. He called attention to the 
great success claimed for radiology at Leeds, where operative trea}. 
ment appeared practically to have ceased, He believed that. befor 
many years surgery in exophthalmic goitre, particularly in the 
primary type, would not be thought of. 
-The Presipent said he had seen a large number of cases cured 
by rest. Nervous patienis with tachycardia should be rested, sinc 
probably this was a sign of overstimulation of the thyroid, anj 
the possibility should not be overlooked that they might be poten. 
tial cases of exophihalmic goitre. Such patients were improved: 
being put to bed and given small doses of thyroid extract, A tome 


secretion was thrown out in cases of thyroid neve and the 


gland was rested when the extract was administered. The 
bility of a partial myxoedema following Successful operation should 
be borne in mind. 

Mr. Kettetr Smitu, while admitting that most radiologists had 
not sufficient experience of z-ray. treatment of exophthalmic ‘goitre 
to draw reliable conclusions, pointed out that those with the 
greatest experience had come to the conclusion that perhaps the 
most hopeful treatment at the present time consists in the partial 
destruction of the thyroid gland by aw rays. He called G pn 
attention to three points: (1) There was a very real ebb and flow 
in these cases, and treatment should be begun on the ebb tide, 
(2) He was a firm believer in irradiating not only the thyroid but 
also the thymus. (3) Y-ray treatment would not prejudice any 
future operative treaiment. 

Mr. Peake held strongly that the disease was connected with 
oral sepsis, and mentioned antrum infection, tooth abscess, and 
gingivitis. He had seen a very large number of ' cases of 
exophthalmic goitre, and in antrum and tooth abscess cases extrac. 
tion cured the disease. He protested against the habit of clearing 
out the mouth. The debate was continued by Drs. Hits, Brang, 
Monsett, and oihers, and Dr. Cottins and Mr. Howe replied; 
twenty-four members subsequently had supper at the Bell Hotel. 


Sussex Brancn: Hastines Division. 

A meeTING of the Hastings Division was held at the Royal East 
Sussex Hospital, Hastings, on February 5th. Mr. J. E. BR. 
McDonaGu delivered an address on the nature of disease. ‘ 

Mr. McDonagh first gave a description of his theory regarding 
the blood and its constituents, and the changes that occurred in 
disease, According to him the albuminous content is in a colloidal 
condition and appears under the ultramicroscope as innumerable 
particles, each of which has a central nucleus or “sun” sur 
rounded by “ planets,” and carries electricity together with all 
the adsorbed material for the use of the cells of the body. He 
believed that there was only one disease, the result of the action 
of noxious agents on the protein particles circulating in the blood, 
and that all symptoms were reactions of the different organs 
tissues to the altered condition of the protein particles. These 
protein particles were the first line of defence again invasion by 
all poisons, whether of bacterial or chemical origin, and 
changes they underwent as the result of the struggle could be 
seen in their altered shape and size and the presence or absence 
of Brownian movements. With these changes went corresponding 
alterations in their adsorbed contents. The physical changes 
occurring in ihe protein particles were described as those of 
dehydration or of hydration, or gelation or. gelato-hydration. 
Corresponding to these there were ge ng in the suspension 
stability of the red blood corpuscles; in the refractive index 
the serum; in the percentage of the blood urea; and the pet- 


centage of the blood sugar. Thus with the knowledge obtained. 


from the condition of the protein particles in a case more helpful 
indications for treatment, diagnosis, and prognosis could 
obtained. 

The speaker invited members to ask questions relating to 
application of his theories to diseased conditions, and 2 ¥ 
interesting discussion followed relating to the production of shoex 
and its prevention and treatment according to Mr McDouagh’s 
theories, also the way in which insulin operated in reliev the 
symptoms of diabcies, and the manner in which drugs, such 8% 

igitalis, acted. In the etiology of chronic diseases intestinal 
toxaemia was said to be the most potent factor. F 

A hearty vote of thanks was accorded to Mr. pecDonnels for his 
most interesting lecture, but it was felt that the members could 
scarcely appreciate to the full the significance of the very revolt:

Personal Hygiene and Medical Education. 
§ir,—Personal hygiene is in the air. The spirit of the age, 
as mirrored in the popular press, is demanding health notes 
‘diet hints, articles on child care, etc. At the moment there is 
an army of officials paid by public bodies to supply health 
instruction, directly or indirectly, to individuals or to collective 
ups. These are the school medical inspectors, maternity and 
child welfare officers, health visitors, and propaganda officers. 
The public responds to this opportunity of learning how to live 
in health and efficiency, and the aim of every health worker, 
as 1 outlined in a letter in the Supplement on January 26th 
(p. 26), should be towards more and more common-sense health 
instruction applied to the varying standards of life within the 
community. 

There should not, however, be a sharp line of demarcation 
between the preventive and the curative side of medicine. At 
present the “‘ born nurse’ is happier applying poultices to 
cases of pneumonia, or splints to rickety legs, than she is when 
required to instil the rules of hygiene into cottage dwellers 
with a view to eliminating such conditions. Similarly, the 
doctor may find it more interesting, and easier, to treat coughs 
and catarrhs, dyspepsias, nocturnal enuresis, etc., in children 
by purely medical methods rather than by educating the 
mother up to her responsibility for providing sound physical 
training and care, and thus abolishing the fetish of the 

As Dr. Springthorpe says in his letter (Journal, Februar 
2rd, p. 374): ‘* Medical students and el. should be tongs 
to think and act in terms of health rather than of the diagnosis 
and treatment of disease.” The public is gradually acquiring 
this point of view, but everyone has met hypochondriacal 
parents who definitely create functional illness in their child 
and the two extremes of underworked and overworked indi. 
viduals whose disabilities form the bulk of neuroses with which 
every practitioner has to deal. Unfortunately, it is simpler to 
rescribe a tonic or sedative than to spend time in ‘ talking 

ke a father ’’ to these patients in the hope of securing a 
healthier outlook. Further, both panel patients and others are 
brought up to consider that a chemist’s prescription of some 
~ 18 to them. 

early, we have a long way yet to go -towards the idea 
described by Dr. Gray (Supplement, 16th, p. 46), 
when “ the family doctor shall be primarily the family guide in 
matters of health,”” and, I would add, when every nurse shall 
be as keen on the creation of a public opinion in favour of 
health as she is on the more material activities of sick-room
